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Violent Storm Weird Twist Almost Brings

Falling Tree Kills 
Yellow Springs Boy; 
Dam age Is Widespread

A line of violent thunderstorm* 
—whipped 
by 
powerful 
surface 
winds—ripped aeons® Ohio, main­ 
ly in the western baff of the state 
and spread destruction to many 
cities. 
The storms started late Monday 
afternoon in the northwest section 
then struck at night in the central 
and son*'.hern section®. 
One death was reported due to 
the storms. A 11-y ear-oki boy was 
struck acid killed by a failing tree 
limb Mondiy night when a storm 
hit the Yellow Springs area. The

while walking through a school­ 
y ard on his way home from a boy 
scout meeting. There were sev­ 
eral minor injuries in the state. 
Most of the damage came from 
winds, which 
ranged 
up to 83 
miles an hour in Cincinnati. Tree 
limbs were strewn about many 
sections, roofs were blown off and 
power was disrupted.

when a tree limb crushed tile cab 
of their truck.

peratures into a sharp decline and 
cool weather was on tap tor to­ 
day .

To Aid Boys 


NEW’ YORK (AP) - This is the 
story of two boy s and 76 convicts. 
The boys are brothers—Mike and 
Pete Meurer—2 and 4. 
The two y oungsters developed 
hemophilia 
at 
birth, 
a 
disease 
which 
prevents 
the blood 
from 
clotting, often causing its victims 
to bleed to death from a scratch. 
Mike bumped his head on 
his 
crib last week and was rushed to 
Miamondes Hospital in Brookly n 
where he was given blood trans­ 
fusions. 
Soon after, Pete struck his leg 
against a chair. He was taken to 
the sam e hospital for transfusions. 
Thomas McCarthy , serving time 
in Queens County House of Deten­ 
tion on a weapons charge, read 
about the boys and how they each 
req uire about IOO pints of blood a 
y ear just to stay alive. 
He asked 
fellow inmates to do­ 
nate blood for the boys. 
Then he wrote a letter to th.* 
boy s’ parents. 
“ We are getting together, 76 o 
i 
us out here, and are donating a 
pint 
o f 
blood 
apiece 
to 
help 
Michael and Peter. We are pray ­ 
ing for you. Best regards to Mike 
and Pete." 
Pete was told about the letter 
today and smiled. Mike died Mon 
day before it came. 
Prison authorities said the Red 
Cross blood bank will collect the 
blood and deliver it to the hos­ 
pital for Pete. 
McCarthy s summed up his rea­ 
son for starting the prison blood 
drive simply : "I have 
a couple 
of kids of my own."

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Ken­ 
nedy administration has pulled out 
all the stops in an effort to trans­ 
late the threat of racial disturb­ 
ances into action by Congress on 
civ J rights Ie grid a ti tm. 
Atty . Gen 
Robert F. Kennedy , 
in a series of conferences Monday 
with Semite arad House members, 
wa® reported to have described 
the country as being on the verge 
j 
of widespread disorders. 
While Kennedy got pledges of 
strong Northern Democratic back­ 
ing, he ran into s>‘.onewall resist­ 
ance from Southern senators to 
has plea* for action to k”ock down 
racial barriers in public places 
and to give him authority to ini­ 
tiate civil rights suits.

sta te s’ rights the m atter hardly 
ends there. 
It could hardly be tile purpose 
of any rational citizen to defend 
the s u g g e s t e d 
Constitutional 
am endm ents as 
a 
package al­ 
though they are not 
all 
equally 
bad.

am endm ents, 
which would set up a “ court of the 
U nion-’ com prising the chief ju s­ 
tices of the fifty states, would c re ­ 
ate a check-and-balance within a

gan in 1897 with 12 stocks, was 
expanded to 20 in 1816. aud to 
the present 30 in 1928 
Yet

were on the original one 
The first chem ical and the first 
oil were put on the bet in 1924 to 
reflect

The 30 stocks always are candi- j 
dates for change, should industry 
em phasis change as rt does rapid- j 
ly hi the-e postwar years or for* j 
tunes

There were no changes in the last I 
two years, despite turbulent up j 
swings and crashes un the m ar 
ket, but tehere were four changes 
in 1958, 
The Dow- June* industrial index 
closed at 722 41 last Friday. Its 
historical peak was 734 91 D ecem ­ 
ber 13, 1961.

Any Change in 


Vote Signals 


VATICAN CITY ( A P ) - T h c Vat­ 
ican has decided against a light 
signal to flash word from the Sis- 
tine Chapel on the election of a 
new Pope, a Vatican radio official 
said 
Monday. 
Vatican radio sources said last 
week that the official radio sta­ 
tion was studying the possibility 
of installing an electrical system 
between the chapel and the Vati­ 
can radio studio. Someone inside 
the chapel would throw a switch 
and a system of lights would in­ 
dicate whether a Pope had been 
elected or whether there was no 
agreement. 
But the system apparently falls 
under a conclave rule which bans 
“ telegraphic, 
telephonic, 
micro- 
phonic. radiophonie, photographic, 
cinematographic 
and other sim i­ 
lar instruments.” 
Thus the traditional smoke sy s­ 
tem will still be used. Vatican r a ­ 
dio also will rely on the smoke. 
At the conclave, opening June 
19. 
ballots will be

every voting session 
A substance 
mixed with the ballots is supposed 
to produce black smoke to show 
no Pope has been elected or white 
smoke 
to show
